Both sides aim for May summit 

Peres: Egypt seeks full 
agreement with Israel 


WASHINGTON (AP). - President 
Reagan yesterday defended his plan- 
ned.yisit to lay a wreath at a German 
cemetery where Nazi soldiers are 
buried, saying those soldiers were 
victims of Nazism “juft as surely as 
. the - victims . of . the concentration 
camps.” . 

Canceiling the visit to the military 
cemetery at Bitburg during his 10- 
day European trip next month would 
“leave me looking as if I had caved in 
in the face of some unfavourable 
attention,” Reagan said. 

. VI think that there’s nothing 
wrong with visiting that cemetery 
where those young men are victims 
of Nazism also, even though they 
were fighting in the German uni- 
form, drafted into service to cany 
out- the hateful wishes of the Nazis,” 
be said. 

During a question-and-answer 
session with editors and broadcas- 
ters invited to a; White House lun- 
cheon, Reagan acknowledged that 
about 30 of the graves in the cemet- 
ery are those of SS troops, whom he 
described as “the villains. .. who con- 
ducted the persecutions and all.” 

“But there’re 2,000 graves there,” 
.Reagan said. “And most of those - 
the average age is about 18. These 
are those young teenagers that were 
conscripted, forced into military ser- 
vice in the dosing days of die Third 
Reich when they were short of man- 
power.” 

■ “We’re the victor, and they’re 
there,” the president added. “And it 
seemed to me that this could be 
symbolic also of saying... this should 
never happen again.” 


Ali tells Tost; 

Egypt and

Egypt is prepared to strive for 
a “comprehensive understand- 
ing" with Israel on all the prob- 
lems between the two states. 
Prime Minister Peres said yester- 
day. . . 

After hearing a report from Minis- 
ter without Portfolio Ezer Weizman 
on his meetings this week in Cairo. 
Peres said Weizman had brought 
back "a lot of goodwill.” 

However. Peres told The Jeru- 
salem Post. "Taba still remains a 
problem.” (The full interview with 
Peres will be published in The Post 
Independence Day issue next » eek. 1 
It is understood that Israel is con- 


sidering several novel proposals de- 
signed "to break the deadlock on 
the territorial dispute over Taba in. 
Southern Sinai. 

Informed sources in Jerusalem 
said Israel and Egypt are aiming for a 
Mubarak-Peres summit in the 
second half of May. But Weizman 
himself was more cautious, telling an 
Israel Television interne wer that 
“no one said it would be in May.” 

He said that he had not been 
empowered to propose a specific 
date for the summit meeting. He 
noted that an inter-departmental 
team of top civil servants is already 
at work here preparing for the sum- 
mit. 

Sources in Jerusalem said Weiz- 


man had obtained concrete under- 
takings from the Egyptians to facili- 
tate searches off Alexandria for the 
bodies of sailors lost on the sub- 
marine Dakar in 1968, and to try to 
persuade the local media to desist 
from insulting attacks on Israeli 
leaders. 

Weizman came back feeling confi- 
dent that Cairo is prepared to im- 
prove relations with Israel across- 
the-board. “I think we are in busi- 
ness,” a well-placed government 
source noted last night. 

Weizman reported separately to 
Vice Premier and Foreign Minister 
Shamir at the Foreign Ministry.

Eitan barred from

CAIRO. - Several Egyptian minis- 
ters may visit Israel soon as part of an 
effort to improve relations between 
the two countries. Prime Minister 
Kamal Hass an Ali yesterday told 
The Jerusalem Post. _ 

Interviewed in his office in Cairo, 
the prime minister said that relations 
can be improved without parallel 
progress on the issue of negotiations 
with a joint J ordani an-P alestini an 
delegation. 

Ali indicated that a summit be- 
tween President Mubarak and Prime 
Minister Peres could take place in 
the near future, although it would be 
premature to set a date because of 
the preparation necessary before 
sudt talks. 

He added that some progress on 
the territorial dispute over Taba in 
Sinai would be an essential element 
of such preparations. AH said Egypt 
would not agree to the idea of a 
Israeli-Egyptian business venture in 
Taba. But, he said, Egypt would be 
willing to buy the Avia Sonesta 
■Hotel from Israel. 

AH said he had made suen an offer 

to Trade Minister Ariel Sharon dur- 
ing one of the earlier stages of the 
peace process. . 

Asked whether Cairo would invite 
Foreign Minister Shamir to visit, Ali 
replied: “Why not?” But he pointed 
out that such a visit, like a summit, 
would require adequate preparation 
and he suggested that Shamir come 
to Egypt during a summit meeting. 

Ali said that Egypt’s oil minister 
would Teturn- Energy Minister 
Mosfae Shabal’s visit to Cairo, and it 
is also possible that the Egyptian 
agriculture minister will visit Israel. 

Ali confirmed the impression, 
gafnfri from Minister without Port- 
folio Ezer Weizman ’s visit to Cairo 
this week, that the Egyptians are 
willing to improve trade relations. 

He said many exports and imports 
will be agreed upon, subject to 
Egypt’s commercial requirements. 
He added that he had asked that 
Israeli export requests be submitted 
to Egypt, and indicated; that of six 
such requests, four had been 
approved. ' 

One of those turned down was for 
the export of eggs to Egypt. Egypt 
has an egg surplus and is trying to 
export eggs itself, he said. 

Asked his views about the com- 
position of a joint Jordanian- 
Palestinian delegation for the Mid- 
dle East peace talks, AH said: “In my 
opinion any delegation to such dis- 
cussions has to be political." 

Asked if it would include mem- 
bers of the PLO, Ali replied: “It 
could be lawyers or mayors. Mayors 
are PLO politicians too."

CAIRO. - Israel and Egypt appear 
to be on the brink of a new rela- 
tionships after Minister Ezer Weiz- 
man’s trip here this week. 

But one big push is needed from 
both sides before they can start the 
long task of renewing the peace 
process. 

There seems to be a readiness on 
both sides to begin talking. But this 
willin gness appears to be very fra- 
gile. If the top people in Jerusalem 
and Cairo do not push the necessary 


button, the relationships between 
the two countries could return to one 
of stagnation and distrust. 

From the little that Weizman was 
willing to disclose about his meetings 
in Egypt before reporting to Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres, it seems that 
the Egyptians are willing to start 
work on some aspects of the full 
normalization that Israel desires. 

These aspects are not those of the 
most immediate political concern to 
Israel, such as returning the ambas- 
sador to Tel Aviv, but rather trade 


and the search for the bodies of the 
sailors drowned in the submarine 
Dakar. 

Similarly. Israel has made what 
the Egyptians regard as possibly au- 
spicious noises about Taba and im- 
provements in the quality of life in 
the West Bank, such as the declara- 
tion that Israel would allow a bank to 
open in Nablus. 

All Egyptian officials - and Weiz- 
man as well - stressed the need for 
“preparation" of the summit. What

butz Yad Mordecbai, Chief of 
General Staff Rav-Aluf Moshe Levy 
said the problem is not whether 
Israel remembers the Holocaust 
sufficiently, but rather whether 
Israel draws the proper conclusions 
and implements them, so that there 
is not another Holocaust.

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Court order issued 
on military appeals

The High Court of Justice yester- 
day ordered the Defence Ministry to 
show cause why it should not set up a 
mili tary appeals court in the territor- 
ies. 

Jerusalem Lawyer Darwish Nas- 
ser, appearing on behalf of two men 
charged before the Ramaliah milit- 
ary court, argued that the right of 
appeal to a higher court is basic for 
any person facing criminal proceed- 
ings. The two have been charged 
with the illegal possession of arms 
and membership in an illegal orga- 
nization. 

Nasser argued that Israel is 
obliged to install an appeal level 
above the military courts it main- 
tains in die territories both by inter- 
national law and treaties and as one 
of the basic principles of natural 
justice. He noted that such a court 
exists for the military courts in Israel 
which administer more or less the 
identical body of security legislation 
whicb cany stiff penalties. 

The judge-advocate general’s 
office, which prepared a lengthy 


study in reply to Nasser’s petition, 
have argued that the allied powers 
that occupied Europe after World 
War H did not establish courts of 
appeal. 

The army’s reply also notes that 
following Nasser’s petition, a leng- 
thy discussion within the defence 
establishment, including the chief of 
general staff and the attorney* 
general, concluded there was no 
room to change the structure of the 
military courts system in the territor- 
ies. 

. In the past, senior legal personnel 
in the mUitary courts system and the 
defence establishment have admit- 
ted that the absence of a court of 
appeal was a major chink in Israel's 
claim that the system of military 
justice maintained in the West Bank 
and Gaza is fair and meets interna- 
tional norms of justice. 

Recently, Defence Minister Yit- 
zhak Rabin told a delegation of the 
Gtizen's Rights Movement that be 
supported introducing an appeal 
level, but subsequently tbe Defence 
Ministry argued that it was short of 
the necessary funds.

Prison sentences ranging from .25 
months to three years were imposed 
yesterday on three members of tbe 
Jewish terror underground. Their 
trials were separated from the other 
accused after they made a plea bar- 
gaining deal with the prosecution. 

Dan Be’eri. 40, was sent to prison 
for three years, in addition to a 
two-year suspended sentence less 
the year during which he has been in 
detention. He pleaded guilty to con- 
spiring to damage the Dome of the 
rock and to the illegal possession 
and transport of arms. 

Uri Maier. 40. was sent to prison 
for 30 months plus an additional 18 
months suspended. Less the 10 
months he has been in detention. He 
pleaded guilty to attempting to cause 
grievous bodily harm, the illegal pos- 
session and transport of weapons 
and membership in a terrorist orga- 
nization. 

Yossi Edri, 25, was sent to jail for 
25 months, plus five-months sus- 
pended less the period in detention. 
He pleaded guilty to providing tbe 
means to commit a felony and to the 
possession of arms and explosions. 
He purchased four timing devices 
which were to have been used in an 
attack on Arab vehicles.

District Court were initially divided 
on Be'eri’s prison term. Judge Zvi 
Cohen originally proposed a four- 
year sentence because Be'eri had not 
only wished to take the law into Ids 
own hands, but also because he 
would have exposed tbe state of 
Israel and the Jewish people to an 
“additional Holocaust.-* -For this 
reason, Cohen wanted to impose a 
sentence that would not only punish 
Be’eri but would also serve to inhibit 
others from doing what he had plan- 
ned. 

But Judge Shmuel Finkdman 
thought a severe penalty might make 
a martyr out of Be’eri and lead to 
farther extremism. He, therefore.' 
proposed a three-year penalty. 
When tbe President of the court. 
Judge Ya’acov Bazafc. also took a 
similar line and proposed a 21- 
month sentence, Cohen joined Fink- 
elman in backing a three-year term, 
malting this the majority decision. 

In passing sentence on Maier, 
Cohen and Fmkelman came out 
strongly against anyone taking the 
law into his own hands. This right; 
they emphasized, belongs solely to 
tbe recognized state authorities and 
any diversion from this principle is 
likely to inflict serious damage on a 
democratic state.

“That was rather a courageous 
stand.” Boehnert said. 

Boehnert photocopied the baron's 
file whDe preparing a thesis on the SS 
officer corps. He said the baron had 
renounced Catholicism as part of his 
oath on joining the SS in 1933.

A total of S58 million will be 
invested in expansion programmes 
at two of the country's leading com- 
puter manufacturers - Elbit and 
Elscint - Israel Investment Centre 
director Yorara Bltzovski told repor- 
ters in Jerusalem yesterday. The 
centre is a unit of the Ministry of 
Industry and Trade. 

Elbit. with plants in Carmiel and 
Haifa, will get the lion's share of the 
outlay - S38m. The other 520m. will 
be used by Elsdnt to enlarge its 
Haifa plant. 

“At Elbit.” said Blizovski. “the 
new plan will add 575m. to the 
export totals and proride approx- 
imately 300 additional jobs. At 
Elscint. about 250 new jobs will be 


created and exports will grow by 
around SlOOm.” 

The state aid for the Haifa plants, 
he explained, will not be in the form 
of government loans, as in the past. 
Instead, a calculation will be made of 
the relative advantages in money 
terms of a government-guaranteed 
loan over a conventional bank loan, 
and the net difference will be given 
to the two firms as outright grants. 

This procedure will henceforth be 
used whenever the Investment Cen- 
tre approves outlays for large, estab- 
lished companies that are able to 
raise credit by themselves. 

Elbit’s plant being located ip Car- 
miel will also receive an additional 
loan since that town is classified as an 
•*A class” development town.

WASHINGTON. - The House 
Foreien Affairs Committee has 
issued" a report formally putting 
Israel on notice that the just- 
authorized extra SI. 5 billion in eco- 
nomic grants should not be seen as a 
substitute for Israel's own steps in 
easine its economic crisis. 

“United States aid is not intended 
as a substitute for Israel’s own neces- 
sary actions, but as a helping hand of 
a friend in a time of difficulty-” the 
report said. 

The report noted that the commit- 
tee's approval earlier this month of 
the supplemental economic aid 
package for Israel - over Reagan 
administration opposition - was but 
the first of many legislative steps 
necessary before the funds are 
actually allocated to Israel. 

"In approving this amount on a 
bipartisan basis,” the report said, 
“the committee notes the authoriza- 
tion in this bill is the start of an 
extended congressional process, not 


the final action.” 

U.S and Israeli officials are con- 
tinuing their dialogue on what steps 
Israel must take to ease its economic 
crisis. The administration in this re- 
gard has been anxious that Israel 
approve a series of steps indicating 
economic recovery. 

“The committee expects that by 
the time the relevant congressional 
legislation is finally enacted, Israel 
and the United States will have 
reached mutually satisfactory 
arrangements connected with the 
provision of this supplemental fund- 
ing.** the House report said. 

In addition to authorizing the 
51 ,5b. supplemental to be disbursed 
over two years, the committee also 
approved the Reagan administra- 
tion’s SI. 2b. economic and $1.8b. 
military grant request for Israel as 
part of the regular. 19S6 fiscal year 
foreign -aid budget.' 

The committee said the adminis- 
tration is expected to make a formal 
request for a supplemental for Israel 
“shortly."

Ultra-Orthodox protesters 
compare Leumi to Nazis

“preparation” of the summit, Whai 
this means is that there has to be 
agreement on some relatively impor- 
tant issues before Premier Shimon 
Peres and President Hosni Mubarak 
meet.

Weizman also stressed, in all his 
contacts with the Egyptians, the cen- 
tral role that Israel’s Foreign Minis- 
try’ would play in all future contacts.

Weizman was impressed by the 
tremendous improvements in the in- 
frastructure of Cairo.

Weizman sees this as evidence 
that the Egyptians are economically 
committed to peace. 

But between this commitment and 
actual progress towards peace talks 
between Israel and *a Jordaman- 
Palestinian delegation - according to 
the formula devised by Mubarak - 
there is a long, long way. And that 
way lies through improvements in 
bilateral relations in the near future. 

The Egyptians are extremely well 
informed about internal Israeli poli- 
tical life. Says Weizman: “They 
know us inside-out. So they know 
very well that the coalition agree- 
ment between the Alignment and 
Likud prohibits real progress on the 
West Bank issue.

S. African police shot blacks in back 


JOHANNESBURG. - Seventeen of 
the 20 blacks shot to death when 
police fired an marchers last month 
were shot in the back according to 
autopsy results submitted by doctors 
to an inquiry yesterday. 

Meanwhile, police headquarters 
in Pretoria said noting continued 
Wednesday and in the early hours 
' yesterday in at least eight black and 
mixed-race townships in the Eastern 
Cape province. Three more blacks 
were killed in Wednesday's unrest, a 
spokesman said. 

The detailed post-mortem find- 
ings from the March 21. shootings 
listed 20 fatalities, one more than 
previously disclosed by police in the. 
clash in Langa township near the 
white industrial centre of Uitenbage. 

The dead ranged in age from 11 to 
50. and most were in their teens. 

The findings disclosed injury de- 
tails such as "shotgun pellet wounds 
to the back of the brain and lung*' of 
Vuyo Fumbata, 14, and that the 
death of Pak smile Solomon, 50, was 
caused by a “shotgun wound from 
the back in the spine.” . 


The evidence from five doctors 
was submitted to Eastern Cape pro- 
vince Supreme Court Judge Donald 
KannemeyeT, who is holding a 
government-ordered one-man in- 
quiry into the shootings. 

The white-minoriiy government 
initially said police had opened fire 
when marchers on their way to a 
banned funeral refused an order to 
disperse and attacked police with 
rocks and petrol bombs. 

A police spokesman reported that 
soldiers battling unrest in black 
townships of Eastern Cape Province 
killed a 22-year-old man yesterday at 
Langa. 

Although unrest has swept South 
Africa over the past year, the latest 
victim was the first reported to have 
beeo shot dead by defence force 
units assisting police. 

The spokesman said the w ; ng 
bodies of two blacks had been found 
earlier in the day in the same area 
□ear Uitenbage. 

The deaths appeared to be the 
latest killings of blacks regarded as 


collaborators with the white minor- 
ity govern nent. 

In Johai inesburg's black township 
of Soweto , a crowd of youths mar- 
ched from a stadium to a business 
centre and attacked three stores 
owned by former mayor Ephraim 
Tshabalaia. who is regarded by 
many young blacks as a collaborator 
with the government. 

Police for the second time in .three 
weeks yesterday urged whites to stay 
out of black townships, where more 
than 300 people have been killed 
since rioting against apartheid began 
in August. 

A statement from police head- 
quarters in Pretoria said escorts 
would be provided if a visit were 
unavoidable. 

The South African Council of 
Churches, a central campaigner 
against apartheid, yesterday 
announced the creation of an 
emergency fond to aid unrest vic- 
tims. The fund is to be used for 
family support, legal, medical, 
funeral and bail costs and food relief. 
(AP. Reuter).

Artificial heart man’s wife 
says he’s having tough time 


LOUISVILLE (AP). - The wife of 
William Schroeder says her husband 
might have decided against receiving 
an artificial heart had he known how 

difficult it would be for his family. 

“Bill thought he'd either die or be 
better,” Margaret Schroeder told 
Life magazine in its May edition. “If 
he had anticipated the hardship this 
has been on the family, he might not 
have done it.” 

The Life article, titled Bill's Heart. 
The Troubling Story Behind a His- 
toric Experiment is the result of an 
exclusive agreement between the 
Schroeders and the magazine for an 
undisclosed amount of money. 

Schroeder. 53, has been dis- 
charged from Humana Hospital. 
AudUbon and is living in a nearby 
apartment building with his wife. He 
received the implant on November 
25. with a series of strokes' causing 
him to remain hospitalized longer 
than expected. 

Mrs. Schroeder has seen the arti- 
cle and is “generally pleased” with 
it. Humana Inc. spokesman Bob 
Irvine told the Louisville Courier- 
Journal newspaper. 

She said that the family has 
accepted her husband's recovery will 
be limited, following one of 
Schroeder's seizures that he has suf- 
fered since the strokes. She said she 
“just started thinking he’ll never be 
the way be was. I suppose you have 


to measure the good days against the 
bad." 

Irvine said, however, that he be- 
lieved the Schroeders' situation has 
improved since they were inter- 
viewed by Life on April 6. 

At first, Mrs. Schroeder said she 
believed the artificial heart would be 
a way for her husband to return 
home* She said she now sees the 
implant as more of a research experi- 
ment. 

“The longer he lives The more 
information they- (doctors) wifi get. 
Only for us it's* just so hard some- 
times." she said. 

“I’m not ashamed of -him - Pm 
proud of him - but it's so frustrating 
to see him as he is now." 1 Mrs. 
Schroeder added. 

Another artificial heart recipient. 
Jack Burcham. is steadily mending 
and doctors have begun weaning him 
from a respirator that aids his brea : 
thing, a Humana Hospital spokes- 
woman said yesterday. 

His condition has improved since • 
Wednesday, and implant surgeon 
William Devries increased the rate 
of the Jarvik-7 artificial heart from 
50 to 60 beats per minute; she said. * 

Doctors on Wednesday also began 
giving Burcham. 62. the fifth and 
oldest recipient of a permanent 
artificial heart, drugs to prevent bis 
blood from clotting and to reduce 
the risk of stroke. 


New pressures building on South Africa 


LONDON. - The European parlia- 
ment. the Scandinavian and non- 
aligned nations, along with Australia 
yesterday were taking action to in- 
crease international economic press- 
ure on South Africa because of its 
apartheid policies. 

In Canberra, the Labour govern- 
ment introduced a voluntary code of 
conduct aimed at discouraging Au- 
stralian companies in South Africa 
from exploiting its system of apart- 
heid. 

Foreign Minister Bill Hayden also 
said in parliament that bis govern- 
ment would support the introduction 
of mandatory sanctions against 
South Africa if it were given the 
opportunity in its new position as a 
member of the UN Security Council. 

Five Scandinavian countries 
meanwhile began trying to find ways 
of sharpening economic restrictions, 
against South Africa without violat- 
ing existing trade agreements, Swed- 
ish officials said. 

A Swedish Foreign Ministry 
spokesman said officials of Sweden, 
Norway, Denmark, Finland and Ice- 
land were holding their first meeting 
since the five governments last 
month ordered a study on a new 


Nordic action' plan against South 
Africa. 

A programme adopted in 1978 
binds the five countries to prohibit or 
discourage new investment in South 
Africa, bar sports and cultural con- 
tacts and increase support for black 
liberation movements. 

The one-day session in Stockholm 
yesterday was to submit its recom- 
mendations before the, next Nordic 
foreign ministers' meeting in Oslo in 
October. 

The total isolation of South Africa 
and an urgent Security Council 
meeting on Namibia (South West 
Africa) were proposed yesterday in a 
draft declaration by Non-Aligned 
Movement officials. 

The draft, tabled bv India, is to be 
presented today to delegates from 
about 80 states at an extraordinary 
meeting of the Non-Aligned Move- 
ment's co-ordinating committee on 
Namibia, 

The European parliament,, in 
Strasbourg, France, reacting to ra- 
cial violence in South Africa, yester- 
day passed two resolutions calling 
for economic reprisals against the 
white-minority government. (Reu- 
ter, AP) 


GeiTOmrybaeks^StarWars’, says Kohl 


BONN (Reuter). - Chancellor Hel- 
mut Kohl yesterday declared his full 
support for U.S. President Ronald 
Reagan's “Star Wars” defence prog- 
ramme and said West Germany 
would begin discussions on joining 
the project. 

But in a declaration to the Bun- 
destag (parliament). Kohl said Bonn 
would not allow the U.S. to put it 
under pressure to reach a quick 
decision on the strategic defence 
initiative (SDI) and would ensure 
firs: that terms for participation were 
acceptable. 

“The American research prog- 


ramme is in our view justified, politi- 
cally necessary, and in the security 
interests of the West as a whole,” 
Kohl said. 

“Therefore the federal (German) 
government basically supports the- 
American research project for a 
strategic defence,” he added. 

The chancellor said Bonn would 
send a team to the U.S. to discuss the 
areas in which German industry 
could contribute. 

But he said West Germany would 
stress that it wanted a fair exchange 
of research findings, not ji “tech- 
nological one-way street”-

Indeed, be explains, the whole 
.Sephardi tradition is one of toler- 
ance, hospitality and compromise. 
“The (Sephardi) public doesn’t have 
a Kahane mentality,” claimed 
Peretz, a day after police restrained 
the Kach MK and his supporters, 
who were out to disrupt the 
Mimouna celebrations in Jeru- 
salem’s Sacber Park because Arabs 
were participating as guests of the 
organizers.

SO WHY IS Shas aliened with the 
Likud -which, after all, holds 
fast to the determination that there 
be no negotiations, about territory 
for peace, rather than with Labour, 
which argues that pragmatism rather 
than dogmatism should be the basis 


of Israel’s peace policy? 

‘Til be perfectly honest,” say’s 
Peretz. “When we read the Labour 
Party’s platform on religion, we 
were dismayed, unable to support 
any part of it. On that, and that 
alone, we made our decision.” 

Why have the party's spiritual 
leaders not spoken out on the politic- 
al issues of our day, such as Kahan- 
ism? 

. “First of all, anyone familiar with 
the world of our teachers knows 
their stand on the subject. But you 
must understand this: The great rab- 
bis are, pardon the comparison, like 
mother hens, sitting on their eggs, 
disregarding everything else, pre- 
serving their clucks. The great rab- 
bis’ only function is to protect the 
Tora, for they know that is how the 
Jewish people have always been pro- 
tected. 

. “If you don’t mind,” continues the 
minis ter, “I'll quote the Ramban 
fNahmanides], who explained why 


there is such an emphasis on banging 
bad: the judges’ of the Sanhedrin. 
After all. the Sanhedrin was made 
up of human beings. They made 
mistakes, too. But.' said the Ram- 
ban. Tfs better to be wrong, but 
united around one camp, than to be 
broken up into factions.' Political 
issues divide the people. The Tora 
unites the people. Political struggle 
is not good for the people of Israel.” 
stresses Peretz. 

Asked about religious coercion. 
Peretz frowns at the use of the term, 
“since none of the religious parties 
has ever tried to pass legislation to 
make an individual lay tcfiUin, for 
example.” 

The pathology law [which makes 
granting permission for autopsies 
difficult] was. he cl aims, “a matter of 
democracy, as is all religious legisla- 
tion. Just as there are traffic and tax 
laws - and surely those involve coer- 
cion, although no one would call it 
that - so there are religious laws. 


THIS LONGING for national unity 
has made the Interior Minister a 
fervent supporter of the national 
unity government. Although cur- 
rently "loosely aligned with the 
Likud, he indicates throughout his 
conversation with The Post that he is 
not "in anybody's pocket.” 

"Look over our statements and 
actions during the Iasi few months, 
and you'll see what 1 mean. For 
example. I voted in favour of the 
withdrawal from Lebanon, against 
the Likud.” 

Yet he voted with the Likud 
against Ezer Weizman's trip to 
Egypt this week. He viewed the trip, 
he says, as "an insult to the .foreign 
minister and to the State of Israel.” 
He felt thar Egyptian insistence on a 
Weizman trip was "meddling in our 
affairs.” 

Which way would he go if the 
coalition broke down - Labour or 
Likud? “1 know enough about poli- 
tics now to tell you that my replying 
to that question would hasten the fall 
of the government.” laughs Peretz. 
reminded of the political naivete that 
characterized the party half a year 
ago. • 

That new-found political acumen, 
combined with a desire to keep poli- 
tics out of his work, has manifested 
itself in his handling of the Interior 
Ministry, which is one of the largest 
and most complicated of govern- 
ment ministries. 

On his first day in office. Peretz 
called in the senior staffers to reas- 
sure them that he wouldn't be firing 
anybody to replace them with Shas 
supporters. 

Peretz says he has sought to put an 
end to '■politicization in the ministry 
over appointments” by hiring, not 
firing. His first major appointment 
was of the Southern District Repre- 
sentative. and he gave the job to tfie 
number four man on the Tami Knes- 
set list. “He was the best of the 14 
candidates for the job,” explains 
Peretz. 

The professionals have been given 
a free hand, albeit with some gui- 
dance by the minister. So far, his 
personal religious inclinations have 
not shown up in ministry policy- 
making - unless one counts his 
changing of the policy that allows 
Moslems to visit Mecca. Until he 
came into office, Israeli Moslems 
were allowed a single pilgrimage 
only. Peretz has dropped this restric- 
tion. 


HE HAS HANDLED other issues 
deftly, too. Summertime is a major 
issue" for the religious community, 
which fears Sabbath desecration and 
feels discriminated against because 
of the timing of daily morning 
prayers. 

"Thank goodness, the matter was 
not in my hands when I came into 
office. The High Court of Justice 
settled it for me by calling for a 
two-year test of summertime. , 

Peretz did ask his staff to put 
together whai he calls “an objective, 
neutral committee of open-minded, 
liberal, thinking people, to keep an 
eye on summertime and to decide 
whether it should continue.” 

The question of the Black Heb- 
rews. too. had been handled in the 
time-honoured Israeli political 
fashion, and Peretz decided that the 
issue is “too complex, with too many 
factors, national and international, 
for the Interior Ministry to handle 
alone.” 

So be has asked Prime Minister 
Shimon Peres to head an inter- 
mtnisterial committee to deliberate 
the issue and decide on what action 
to take. 

On the ecology, it is difficult to 
judge whether Peretz is sidestepping 
or uninformed , when be says "esthe- 
tics is very important to me - as 
anyone who has visited my office and 
seen all the scenes of the land of 
Israel hanging on my walls will tes- 
tify-.'' 

He doesn't touch on the inte min- 
isterial battles over responsibility for 
pollution controls - air, water, gar- 
bage. noise, chemicals - and seems 
to view environmental issues as 
being little more than a matter of 
clean streets. 

DOES HE CALL himseifa Zionist? 
“It may be that I would have a fuller 
Jewish life living in Borough Park, 
but we came here, believing it was 
important for Jews to live in Eretz 
Yisrael. and for the society to have a 
Jewish character.” 

And in the Ministry of the In- 
terior, Peretz has found that he is 
involved in all aspects of Israeli life. 
“Why, just this morning I had a 
meeting with the hoteli vs.” he says. 
“I didn't know until today that I had 
anything to do with the hotel busi- 
ness.” 

“Watch out," someone quips, “or 
you'll have a coalition problem with 
Tourism Minister Avraham Sharir.” 

A year ago. Peretz might not have 
understood the remark. Seven 
months of political wrangling, in- 
cluding four’ months as Interior 
Minister, has been enough to make 
him laugh loudest at the joke.

Menten and Herman Goering

MENTEN WAS born in Rotterdam 
in 1898 to a family that was to 
become wealthy during World War 
I. He arrived in Poland in 1923 and 
became a businessman. He lived in 
Lemberg, where he entertained Pol- 
ish nobUity and wealthy Jews. 
Among his Jewish acquaintances 
was a wealthy landowner Isaac Pis- 
-tiner whose nephew- Irieber 
Krumbolz immigrated here in 1948. 
He changed Ms name to Haviv Ka- 
nban and became a noted journalist. 

; Isaac Pistiner quarrelled with 
Menten over business, sued him and 
won fte cate, for whidi he paid with 
.his life after Menten retained to 
Poland in 1941 as a member of the SS 
Einsatz Kommando. 

Menten personally shot all three 
ofPistiner’ssons at Lwow’s Catholic 
cemetery. Two of them, Albert and 
Tadeusz, died instantly, but Hirsch 
regained consciousness and man- 
aged to hide with some Poles. Before 
. he died, he told his story to Leon 
-Wirsfcy, who today lives in Austra- 
lia- Menten also murdered all the 
Jews of Podhorodce; only Pistmer's 
oldest daughter Maria escaped and 
lived long enough to tell the story.

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In 1941 Menten lived in Cracow, 
in the luxurious villa of a Polish 
aristocrat, guarded by Nazis. He 
travelled freely across the Nazi- 
occupied territories, from Latvia 
and Byelorussia to the Ukraine and 
Crimea, in die close company of the 
SS ganleiter in Poland Dr. E. 
Schoengart, who was hanged by the 
British after the war. 

In 1943 the Polish underground 
became aware of Men ten’s activi- 
ties, and that year he fled the coun- 
try, but not before Marion Gut- 
nayer, son of the famous Poiish- 
Jewish art collector and a member of 
the underground, visited Men ten’s 
Cracow villa with forged papers 
under the gentile name of Jerzy 
Bielaszewski. There he saw walls 
hung with masterpieces and rooms 
full of valuable objects. 

In one room Gutnayer saw his 
father's personal collection but be, 
.like many other witnesses, told his 
story only 35 years later when he met 
Haviv Kanaan. 

AFTER THE liberation, Menten 
was arrested and accused only of 
collaboration. No one accused him 
of murder or plunder, and while 
Kanaan sent evidence against him to 
the Dutch prosecutor, the latter dis- 
allowed it on the ground that it came 
too late for his conade ration. 

Menten was sentenced then in 
1945 to three years* imprisonment; 
after appeal this was reduced to eight 
months. The Dutch prosecutor 
wrote to Kanaan: “The case is 
dosed... I would suggest that if yon 
have grievances against Menten, for- 
ward them to the Polish proseoitor 
in Cracow... I am not prepared to 



open a new trial...” 

Kanaan was left feeling helpless 
and frustrated, while Menten en- 
joyed the good life, purchasing large 
estates, including one, just in case, in 
Ireland. 

He might never have been 
brought to trial again but for the 
watchful eye of 71ie Jerusalem Post's 
veteran Dutch correspondent. Hen- 
riette Boas, who on May 23. 1976 
read an art feature in the Dutch daily 
De Telegraaf about an auction of 
works from Menten's collection. 

She cabled Kanaan and went to 
Hans Knoop, editor of Accent, who 
wrote an article that moved the 


Dutch authorities to act, but Menten 
was tipped offand managed to elude 
both the Dutch police and- Interpol. 
He was finally arrested near Zurich. 

In 1977, Menten was given his 
second sentence, 15 years’ imprison- 
ment, but a year later he was free 
again, because in 1949 he allegedly 
received immunity from the then 
minister of justice, who had since 
died. 

BUT NEW evidence continued to 
pile ap. Holocaust survivors became 
aware of the possibility that Menten 
was in some way responsible for the 
disappearance of their families and 
their family treasures. Finally. Men- 
ten was sentenced for the third time 
to 10 years imprisonment, and fined 
100.000 guilders ($50,000), which 
the prosecution demanded as “a 
symbolic blow” to his fortune. 

Disturbing questions remain: why 
were Menten’s estates and his art 
collection never properly checked 
for looted art works? With all the

The plot is less murky, according' 
to my sources. They say that when

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A tew weeks ago. the Hawaii 
senator asked Peres via his good 
friend Zev WoHson. a New York 
businessman, where Israel stood on 
his initiative. Peres's political coun- 
sellor Nimrod Novik sounded out 
Shamir and Finance Minis ter Yit- 
zhak Moda'i at the behest of his 
boss, Obtained their blessing and 
cabled back to Inouye that Israel 
accepted his judgment and wanted 
to know what help he required. 

Since then, Inouye told Ma'ariv ' s 
Washington correspondent Oded 
Granotf “I only wished to help in 
cutting debt interest and speeding up 
emergency aid.” 

Peres' staff say that the issue of 
riming can certainly be settled by 
Inouye sitting down with the Aipac 
people.

No wonder that Herat's Grand 
Old Man. Dr. Yobanan Bader, this 
week called for the Likud to dis- 
band: “Let's end this political 
force/' he wrote, asking: “Do the 
Liberals have any members outside 
their executive forums?” 

- THERE WAS something symbolic 
in the successive funerals this week 
of old-time Mapai machine boss 
Shraga Nefzer and Revisionist' veter- 
an ProL Beqjamiu Akzin. 

Netzer, who -was dose to David 
Beu-Gurion, controlled power while 
never seeking office. Never having 
his own car, he was always a wel- 
come passenger in official 
limousines. 

Akzin was an associate of the Re- 
visionist prophet Ze’ev Jabotinsky. 
Yet - and this was indicative of 
Herat’s working - its founder, 
Menachem Begin, blocked his 
nomination to high office, most not- 
ably as the Likud candidate for the 
presidency. 

MEMBERS OF KNESSET are be- 
ginning to wonder why has the pres- 
ident of the Supreme Court, Justice 
Meir Shatiigar, delayed so long in 
releasing the reasoned decision for 
allowing the two extremist lists - 
Meir Kah ane’s Kach and Muham- 
med Miari’s Progressive List for 
Peace - to. contest last year's elec- 
tions?

At the Sadier Park Miraouna, 
meanwhile, outgoing U.S. Ambas- 
sador Samuel Lewis demonstrated 
U.S. disapproval of the West Bank 
Village.

THE CX5NTEXT in which this letter 
hasp to be understood is that the 
Beduin of Galilee who have clearly 
proven their deep loyalty to Israel. 


While the Druse; who are officially 
treated as a preferred minority by 
the authorities are subjected to milit- 
ary conscription, the Beduin - as 
Moslems - are. exempt. But never- 
theless they volunteer overwhel- 
mingly for service in the IDF. Quite 
a number have been killed or 
wounded in the line of duty, some of 
them in the Lebanon war. 

Recently, I drove to the village of 
Furush Romaneh, or Raxnat el- 
Heib, on a beautiful spring day in the 
lush green valley of Beit Netofa in 
central Galilee, through which the 
blue waters of the' national water 
carrier flow on their way from the 
Rinneret to the south in the Negev. I 
wanted to check the facts outlined in 
the letter. 

The first thing that struck me was 
that the village was simply not 
marked on any road map. The in- 
structions I received over the phone 
from Majid Falah, the principal of 
the local school, were quite clear. 
“You'll see a string of houses on the 
hill on the left about six kilometres 
after the Water Carrier Junction.” 
But no sign on any map. 

The significance of this small fact 
became clear when Falah told me 
that although Ramat el-Heib was 
“officially recognized as a Beduin 
settlement, it has no local municipal 
authority.” 

Much of what 1 discovered in the 
village which corroborated the com- 
plaints outlined in the Jewish offic- 
er's letter, were directly connected 
with the absence of such a local 
authority, and the political and 
bureaucratic clout that comes with 


THE FACTS on the ground were, 
indeed, largely as the officer had 
described them, but they constituted 
only part of the picture. 

Ramat el-Heib is a collection of 
over 100 homes strung across a pic- 
turesque hill overlooking the Beit 
Netofa Valley, which is the first 
Lower Galilee valley to the north of 
the Nazareth range. The homes I 
visited were large, the furnishings 
often expensive (both the homes and 
the furnishings were certainly 
beyond my own financial means). 
Majid Falah himself had a blue Vol- 
vo 224G parked in his parking bay.

The Post’s Yosef Goell travels 
to a Beduin village in Galilee 
to check out allegations of 
gross government neglect 


THE MAIN impression gained from 
a brief visit was one of contrasts 
between rather good personal stan- 
dards of living and clearly sub- 
standard or absent public facilities. 

The lack of adequate public facili- 
ties was dearly manifested in the 
primary school - over 200 children 
crowded into prefab beumadot of 
1950s and 1960s vintage, which must 
be freezing cold in the winter and 
which have only minim al lighting 
and even fewer items of educational 
equipment. 


Worse than that, of course, was 
the complete absence of medical 
facilities in a village of 800 souls. The 
villagers have to make their way to 
Nazareth for medical attention. 

Majid Falah himself turned out to 
be articulate, educated- he has aBA 
in Arabic language and literature 
from Haifa University - and im- 
pressively tall man. 

“We have been recognized, as an 
official settlement since the late ’60s. 
but we are one of several Beduin 
concentrations which have no local 


authority. We belong to the Emek 
Yizra'el Regional Council, but 
although we pay taxes to them, we 
have.no representative on the coun- 
cil and. in effect, get no municipal 
services from them.” 

THE BEDUIN at Ramat el-Heib 
are part of the el-Heib tribe, most of 
whom live in the village of Tuba in 
the upper Jordan Valley, near Kib- 
butz Kfar Hanassi. What disting- 
uished the el-Heib is thatthey fought 
alongside the Israeli forces dunng 
the War of Independence, and that 
their men have ever since made 
service is. the army their major 
careers and source of livelihood. 

Majid Falah told me that his 
grandfather bad been among the 
first tribe members to build his stone 
house at the Beit Netofa location in 
the 1930s. 

“Our tribesmen bought land here, 
even earlier, under the Turks. Bnt I 
am ashamed to admit that even we 
Beduin are having trouble with the 
authorities in establishing our claims 
to a mere several hundred dunams of 
land here because we never man- 
aged to register our formal own- 
ership of the land under the British 
Mandate.” 

RAMAT EL-HEIB is one of 14 
such Beduin villages in the Galilee. 
A total of 25.000 Beduin, who are in 
an advanced stage of switching from 
a nomadic to a settled lifestyle, live 
there. There is little, if any connec- 
tion between them and the 55,000 
Beduin in the Negev. 

Education is apparently the 
greatest problem for the Ramat el- 
Heib Beduin . Majid Fglah was reluc- 
tant to talk too openly of the friction 
between the Bednin, their children 
and the surrounding Arabs, among 
whom they study, for they continue 
to be dependent on this connection. 

“The problem is that there is hot 
one Beduin high school in the 
Galilee, not even in the major Be- 
duin concentration of Basmat Ta- 
boun (adjacent to the posh surb ur- 
ban area ofTiv'on). 

“We need such a school because 1 
we are so different from the village 
Arabs among whom we live and 
because we do serve in the army. We 


tried sending our high-school chil- 
dren to Moshav Nahalal but it didn't 
work. They didn’t agree, and in any 
. case the difference in level between 
our children and theirs was so great 
that it simply couldn’t work.” 

One of the additional problems 
' entailed in sending the children to 
the hostile atmosphere of the high 
school in Reina is that they have to 
go by public bus transport and that 
the regional council to which Ramat 
el-Heib belongs does not provide 
them with school bus transportation. 

.THE IRONIC aspect of the whole 
situation is that the Beduin of Ra m at 
el-Heib are Arabs with protekzia. 
When I phoned the Arab adviser’s 
office in the Prime Munster's Office 
in Jerusalem to get reactions to what 
I was told and what I had seen in the 
Galilee, the response was: “Oh, you 
must mean Gandhi's boys. ” 

The reference was to the fact that 
' many of the men in the el-Heib tribe 
had served as trackers in the success- 
ful but costly fight against FLO infil- 
trators in the Jordan Rift Valley.in 
the early 70s, tinder the then com- 
mander of the Central Command, 
Aluf Rehavam (“Gandhi"!) Ze’evi. 

Much of what the Beduins have 
managed to get at Ramat el-Heib 
was the result of Gandhi's interces- 
sion. In the middle of the village 
there is a modest stone tablet em- 
phasizing this connection between 
the Beduin villagaers and their 
former army commander. 

• In Majid FaJah's borne there is a 
framed photograph of Majid’s 
father, resplendant in keffiya, with 
the then prime minister Golda Meir 
at the inauguration of the memorial 
for the fallen in the Rift Valley 
anti-terrorist campaign of the early 
"70s in which the el-Heib Beduin had 
played such an important role. 

Yitzhak Reiter, an aide to Dr. 
Yosef Ginat, Arab affairs adviser, to 
Minister without Portfolio Ezer 
Weizman, told me this week that the 
Supreme Committee on Beduin 
Affairs had just met to approve 
budgetary allocations for the 14 Be- 
duin concentrations in the Galilee. 
“A total ofTS34 minkm was budgeted 
for internal . roads for Ramat el- 
Heib; IS3 million for water pipes; 
ISZ0 miUion for a mothcr-and-dhild 


dime, and well begin planning for a 
new school.” 

He emphasized planning and not 
building to replace the betonadoc, 
which should be a marie of shame for 
any location in Israel oa.the '80s. He 
also noted that the sums mentioned 
were being given in last year’s 
values. 

PART OF THE PROBLEM, 
obviously, is the paternalism inhe- 
rent in the existence of a “Supreme 
Committee on Beduin Affairs.” 
Even so. Majid Fateh expressed 
apprehension over the elimination 
of such bodies under the new Weiz- 
man policies. 

For all the paternalism, the inter- 
cession of ffte Arab adviser's office 
seems to be more effective than 
Beduin fending for themselves in 
competing for budgets when they 
dearly do not have the political clout 
to support their demands. 

Which brings me back to the 
underlying question of conscience 
behind the entire issue of relations 
between Israel and its Arab Beduin 
population. 

At the personal/economic level, 
the Beduin of Ramat el-Heib seem 
to be doing extremely well. But the 
level of their basic public services - 
especially when compared with the 
level in neighbouring hostile Arab 
villages -should be a mark of shame 
for an Israel, whose authorities 
could be expected to be more, sensi- 
tive in expressing appreciation to the 
most loyal of its Arab citizens, 3 
loyalty that has been expressed often 
.enough in blood. 

WHEN I WAS taking my leave of 
Majid F alah 'and his wife Lutfiya. he 
said: 'The trouble with us Beduin is 
that we've never been corn plains rs 
or whiners. A few of our people are 
affiliated with Labour, others with 
the Likud. But none with either the 
Rakah Communists or with the 
Progressive List. ■ 

“But if things go on as they are, 
our younger generation will simply 
not continue to take things lying 
down.” 

It may well have been mere blus- 
ter, but the point is that Israel’s 
Beduin shouldn’t be reduced to hav- 
ing to voice such threats.

In an attempt to find a solution to 
the problem of foe poor housing 
conditions in which many elderly 
people in the community lived, the 
Beit Shemesh local council, 
approached The Jerusalem Post For- 
sake Me Not campaign and Amidar 
with a request for funds to repair 
these homes. Initial surveys showed 
that 200 dwellings needed basic re- 
pairs; 30 were considered urgent. 

Among the repairs listed were 
broken or missing toilets and show- 
ers, water heaters, leaking walls and 
ceilings, broken windows and doors, 
dangerous flooring as well as hazar- 
dous entrance ways. 

THE FORSAKE ME NOT cam- 
paign contributed IS2V5 million test 
August, and this sum was matched 
by a donation from Amidar. Work 
began on 10 homes deemed most 
badly in need of repair, and Funds 
staffers recently visited to find that 
repairs were nearing completion in 
all 10 homes. 

“The . lives of these 10 elderly 
people have been improved im- 
measurably,” says Hana, a volun- 
teer working with the local council. 
“In one of foe houses, the door was 
so badly wedged shut that we had to 
break through a window in order to 
make repairs. The two asters who

* The entrance way was newly land- 
scaped and equipped with a path, 
steps and a sturdy railing from the 
sidewalk to the front door. 

More impressive was the evident 
pride that showed in the faces of the 
two elderly women as they showed 
us around. 

YITZHAK IS STILL on the waiting 
list. I was assured that however bad 
his conditions appeared, they were 
not nearly as bad as the ' first 10 
candidates. 

On the drive back to Jerusalem, I 
was taken to task for my outrage at 
the conditions of those whose flats. 
had not yet been repaired. 

Miriam Cohen, head of Services 
for the Elderly for Jerusalem and the 
southern district at the Ministry of 
Labour and Social Affairs, insisted 
that there are many places in Israel 
where elderly people live in even 
worse conditions. 

“At least in Beit Shemesh people 
care enough to visit all elderly peo- 
ple regularly and give them the best 
treatment that their limited re- 
sources allow. In the big cities, 
sometimes we don’t even know who 
needs our help. The elderly of Beit 
Shemesh are at least not forgotten."

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THIS WEEK'S cabinet crisis over 
Minister without Portfolio Ezer 
Weizman’s trip to Cairo served only 
to confirm Mordecbai Virsbubski’s 
jaundiced view of the National Unity 
Government. It did not need the 
lineup on that issue to persuade the 
Shinui MK of the division between 
the pro-peace and pro-war camps in 
the govemmear. 

It's just, he believes, a technicality 
how long the government will last. 
Wnat is of greater moment is the way 
the crisis, albeit resolved for the time 
being, will tarnish the government's 
public standing, ‘i fear that it will 
further compound the contempt for 
democracy which, to my 'profound 
sorrow, has taken root among seg- 
ments of the population." he says. 

Referring to the actual cause of 
the cabinet quarrel - Vice Premier 
Yitzhak Shamir's reneging on bis 
agreement with Prime Minister Shi- 
mon Peres that Weizman should go 
to Egypt - Virshubski points to a 
combination of elements. . 

"The Likud is still smarting over 
'its disunity, which enabled Labour 
to win in the Lebanon pullout vote. 
Then there's their irrational hatred 
of Weizman. Above all, they'll do 
anything rather than allow Peres to 
score points. For the Likud, keeping 
the peace is much less important 
than not enabling Labour to gain 
political credit under Peres’ lead- 
ership." 

All the pious talk of the Grand 
Coalition's contribution to lowering 
the level of animosity between the 
two camps has also been shown up as 
a bluff, the MK says. On the con- 
trary. the increasing rate of attacks 
and counter-attacks by ministers in- 
dicates that the bindings of the part- 
nership are coming apart. 

Virshubski headed the minority in 
his party which voted against the 
majority decision to enter the coali- 
tion. That coalition subsequently in- 
stalled party chairman Amnon 
Rubinstein as Minister of Com- 
munications. 

“How could we - a party which 
emblazoned public morality on its 
banner - agree to legitimize .Ariel 
Sharon, after he had been shunted 
aside in the previous Likud govern- 
ments by Menachern Begin and Yit- 
zhak Shamir?" he asks emotionally, 
fndeed, he intends to press his party 
to seek an official inquiry into the 
Lebanon operation. 

“So many facts have emerged 
since the war that we need an official

inquiry commission to investigate 
how the country was dragged into 
the Lebanon misadventure, how the 
war was misconducted, and the way 
the defence minister maneuvered 
the cabinet into accepting deci- 
sions, " be contends. 

VIRSHUBSKI recently stood in for 
fellow MK Zeidan Atshe at the 
Coalition Executive and reported: 
“I felt like a guest in the home of a 
couple on the verge of divorce, who 
were staying together only for the 
sake of the children. I fear that those 
children will grow up to become real 
monsters,” 

When I mentioned that Likud 
Coalition Executive Chairman Sara 
Doron had spoken to me of a harmo- 
nious relationship. Virshubski. a 


music lover, quipped: “I would urge 
Mrs. Doron to refrain from using 
musical terms in this context. But if 
she insisted, then I'd say that 
Tchaikovsky's Pathitique symphony 
was the most applicable." 

Virshubski refutes the charge 
levelled liy some Rubinstein suppor- 
ters who now hold government jobs, 
that he is only built to sit on the 
opposition benches. “That's quite 
untrue," he says indignantly. “I 
categorically deny that. I wish to 
contribute my share to policy- 
making." 

Virshubski is disgruntled about a 
□umber of clauses in the Grand 
Coalition agreement, particularly 
those on settlement policy in the 
West Bank and religious legislation. 
He sees the Palestinian problem and 


Israel's control of the territories as 
being among the most painful dilem- 
mas facing this country. 

He remains unhappy about the 
compromise on six new settlements, 
adding: “Yes, I know they say it 
won't happen, for lack of money. 
But it's a matter of principle, and 
knowing how the Likud operates, 
they’ll find the money." 

The religious parties’ influence 
has increased considerably under the 
present government, with the status 
quo being constantly eroded in their 
favour. 

"They bank on the weak affinity 
to the democratic process which ex- 
ists among certain segments of the 
population to do exactly as they 
consider fit," explains Virshubski, 
who says be is worried about the

state of democracy in Israel. ‘They 
know that they have the secular 
parties in a cleft stick and that they 
will escape punishment for acts of 
violence, whether against uKfividual 
citizens or institutions, including 
banks. I blame in particular the 
Liberal wing of the Likud as well as 
Labour for not paying sufficient 
attention to this constant undermin- 
ing of civil rights. " 

The Shinui MK regards such leg- 
islation as the bill outlawing the sale 
of hometz on Pessab as a further bid 
by the Orthodox camp to impose its 
life-style on the secular majority. 

“After all, where there is a de- 
mand, there is a supply. What we are 
seeing is a majority allowing a 
minority to erode its rights through a 
form of creeping Rulturkampf. They 
are gaining ground only because of 
the acquiescence of the two big par- 
ties. There are misguided motives of 
expediency in both Labour and the 
Likud," says Virshubski. 

HE TAKES STRONG issue with 
the view that, had his opposition 
prevailed in Shinui, Labour would 
have been denied the. premiership.. 
H&fM no reason, jrity Ju^cKtinisi-. 
party should not have followed 
Mapam onto ffie'jojipoHtion ben- 
ches. Moreover, be argues, Shinui's 
three MKs would have always sup- 
ported Labour against any Likud 
initiative. 

The loud creaking of the coalition 
machinery gives substance to his 
misgivings; with die present govern- 
ment’s overwhelming majority, the 
role of the Knesset has been re- 
duced, he notes, “not to a rubber 
stamp but to its inked pad." Even his 
party minister, VnshUbski recalls, 
initially described the coalition as “a 
constitutional monstrosity.” 

His doubts of its survivability grew 


after Hretadrut .Secretary-General 
Israel Kessar voted, against the 
budget. “It’s not just an etxentncity 
on my part,” the MK insists, ‘‘out a 
mounting feeHng that itcannot last.” 

Virshubski is confident that an 
increasing proportion of bis party 
colleagues are shifting in his . direc- 
tion, away from the 60r33 vote to 

join the coalition. ■' 

Docs he intend -to table a motion 
to quit the coalition? . 

This hinges, replies Virsbubski, 
on how bad things become in the two 
key areas of settlement policy and 
religions legislation. He fears the 
worst as regards the capitulation to 
religious dmanefc. Peres, he notes, . 
has instructed Labour's Energy - 
Mims ter Moshe ShahaJ to work with , 
Likud Justice Minister Moshe Nis- 
sim on extending die law prohibiting - 
rhe sale of pork. 

“I also, have information of a . 
Labour-Ukud design to comply with 
Orthodox demands on the Who.is a 
Jew issue by mtroducmg changes 
through the back door. Instead of a 
direct amendment to the Law of 
Return, the plan is amending the law . 
to extend the authority of the rabbi- 
nical courts. 

Virshubski finds it strange that 
Labour, which contended that it bad ■ 
formed the Grand Coalition in order 
to tackle the country’s ecdnoinic 
problems more easily, should have 
allowed die Likud to monopolize all ’ 
the economic portfolios. “Those 
who led us into the. mess are now 
supposed to find the way out. No 
wonder there are . so few signs of 
improvement in the economic situa- 
tion," he declares. 

The Shinui MK sees tittie realistic 
prospect of a nanow Labour govern- . 
ment, and feels that Labour is giving 
in too easily to religious demands on 
the false assumption that it can r 
thereby win ,the religious parties 
over. In the meantime, he com- 
plains, the damage has been done, 
the status quo eroded and new 
norms instituted. 

NO ONE KNOWS how to solve the 
two basic dilemmas currently con- 
fronting Israeli society, says Vir- 
shubski, the conflict between reli- 
gion and state, and the issue of the 
territories. The two prime reasons 
for setting up die Grand Coalition - 
Lebanon and the economic crisis — ;. 
pale in comparison. 

The country is sharply divided on 
these two baric issues, and only if 
one of the two camps obtains a 
majority at the polk -an eventuality 
Virshubski does not see materializ- 
ing - can they be resolved. He. 
mourns the fact that the -two. big 
parties did not see fit to form, a 
coalition without the smaller part- 
ners, which might have meant a. , 
more streamlined administration^ 
one far more capable of coming to ' 
grips with the coontry’s problems.

' ingrtatwill. 

He used a picturesque and not so 
pretty Yiddish phrase to describe 
how the . National Religious Party 
allegedly gorged itself to satiety at 
the taxpayers’ expense. “Der chazer 
iz zei gerinnen fin em moiT' (their 
lips were slavering with lard) be said. 

"Who heard the NRP talk about 
equality, justice and fairness during 
-those seven years?” Shapira ask«l- 
.. “The NRP and Agudat Yisrael cot 
up the cake between them. Nobody 
else got a crumb. Pbale Aguda got 
■nothing. Tfae Ha bad movement got 
nothing. While Taxni was inside it 
got a share; the moment it moved 
- out- nothing. And when Matzad left . 
the NRP, it too got nothing. ” . 
Shapira claims the NRP prevari- 


cated and twisted and turned, when 
he proposed, on behalf of Morasha. 
that the two parties get together 
amicably to propose criteria on fund- 
ing for religious institutions. 

. “I suggested to Burg that we meet 
and draft criteria. Let's not leave 
anybody out in the cold. I said, 
neither Zionist institutions nor ultra- 
Orthodox institutions. Burg told me 
to talk to his director-general and his 
director-general told me to talk to 
former party MK Avraham 
Melamed," he told me. 

“I ask you: Who is Melamed? At 
any rate, my people sat with 
Melamed (commonly called the 
financial wizard of tbe NRP) and 
worked out criteria, which the NRP 
leaders promptly rejected." he said. 
“It means only one thing, that the 
NRP does not want to cooperate 
with Morasha.” 

Shapira was asked to comment on 
reports, that during the last election 
campaign the National Religious 
Party theatened to cut off funds from 
the special allocations to those of 
their institutions where students and 
teachers did not vote the parry line. 

He would only say: “Why shonld I 
risk a libel action?" But he did 
confirm that press advertisements 
containing the names of yeshiva 
heads allegedly urging support for 
tbe NRP in the elections included a 
considerable number of rabbis “who 
were not asked if they wanted then- 
names to appear and who were 
scared to complain. " 

Yet despite the fire and brimstone 
which Shapira heaps on his parent 
party, the NRP, he insists that they 
must reunite. 

“The fact we were in the same 
boat over special allocations, with 
the Aguda and Shas, is an anomaly 
he said. “Morasha and the NRP are 
both national, religious, and Zionist 
groups, unlike the ultra-Orthodox 
and non-Zionist Aguda and Shas. 
On the theoretical, ideological 
plane, moreover, Morasha and the 
NRP are closer to the Likud than to 
the Alignment, so the NRP’s new tie 
with the Alignment also deserves 


nonce. ’ 

"Whatever secularist streams 
once existed in the Herat and the 
Liberal wings of the Likud have 
vanished by now . T oday there are no 
anti-religious personalities in the 
Likud. And on the contrary’ there 
are observant or traditional Likud 
ministers, like David Levy. Moshe 
Nisstni. Moshe Katsav and Yit2hak 
Moda’i. to name only a few." 

He was quick ro add ibat today's 
Alignment contains more observant 
or traditional MKs than ever before. 
"I think Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres realizes that the Alignment 
has to shed its old anti-religious 
image if it warns ;o strike deeper 
roots in the electorate." 

Sh3pira seems to be sending out 
signals to the Alignment, not to 
disqualify Morasha tor rather his 
Matzad wing of Morasha) as a possi- 
ble coalition partner. At the same 
time he makes it dear that his party 
is not rushing to cross the Knesset 
floor and is not ready for the type of 
cooperation which the National Re- 
ligious Party has already set up with 
the Alignment. 

"There are not so many differ- 
ences between Morasha and the 
Alignment concerning settlement in 
Judea. Samaria, the Golan Heights 
and Gaza." he claims. “Peres today 
no longer preaches territorial com- 
promise. I get roe impression tbai 
nowadays he favours functional 
compromise. Labour's Alton Plan 
sees the Etzion Woe. Kiryat Arba, 
tbe southern Hebron hills. Ofra. 
Beit-El. Ma'aleh Adumim and the 
Jordan Rift as all being legitimate 
settlement areas. Tbe Alignment 
and Morasha could surely work out a 
compromise platform over the little 
that's left - sites like Shechem. for 
example." 

As if to reassure any Likud leader 
who might be peering over his shoul- 
der.

ing his two defence ministers, Ezer 
Weizman &ffSharon, to embark on 
foreign policy missions, whether to 
Egypt or the United States. 

Tm likud certainly knew how to 
start its “war of choice” in Lebanon, 
twit not hew to end it. They needed 
.Labour’s Peres and Yitzhak Rabin 
for that. At the time of that fateful 
vote, a senior Likud source told tins 
correspondent that “we may have let 
‘Peres have Lebanon, but we won’t 
let him have Egypt as welL” 

There is one thing to be said for 
Shamir and Co.: they have been 
consistent from foe start, whether in 


opposing the peace treaty with 
Egypt or in voting against ending foe 
first unsuccessful operation waged 
by the IDF. 

In Herat, they constantly chal- 
lenge Shamir's primacy, talking ab- 
out his being one of four top party 
politicians, but no more than that. 
More and more people - and 
not only on Labour's side - are 
getting worried at foe prospect of 
Shamir's return to the Prime Minis- 
ter’s Office. As foreign minister, he 
has distinguished himself as foe only 
one in foe world who opposes his 
premier’s wish to use diplomatic 
channels rather than confrontation 
tactics. He has shown increasingly 
that be is a partisan and not a nation- 
aUeader^andfoathiaahn is to divide, 
and not unite foe nation. 

SURPRISINGLY little attention 
has been paid to Shamir's out- 
rageous assertion that foe Egyptians 
should realize that “Weizman only 
spealesfor half the government.” He 
should be careful, lest he is charged 
with challenging foe fundamentals of 
democratic government. 

Unlike Begin, Shamir is no stick- 
ler in this respect. If we pursue the 
logic of his argument, then it may be 
asserted that foe Herat appointees 
he installed in all our North Amer- 
ican diplomatic missions only speak 


for half foe country and should be 
treated accordingly by the U-S. 
administration and foe American 
Jewish community. 

At the stan of his stewardship. 
Prime Minister Peres allowed him- 
self. for foe sake of coalition har- 
mony to be persuaded by Shamir to 
install at the United Nations a Herat 
appointee and foe most right-wing 
spokesman Israel has ever had at the 
UN. The Washington Embassy and 
the key New York consulate- 
general, which is in fact foe “embas- 
sy” to foe heart of U.S. Jewry, have 
been packed with Herat spokesmen. 
Shamir has made certain that the 
face shown to Americans and Amer- 
ican Jews in d articular will be the 
stem, uncompromising visage of his 
political school. The divisive effect 
on the U.S. Jewish community is 
disquieting. 

On that front, there has been no 
grand coalition, with-even foe Sha- 
mir appointees encouraged to take 
pot-shots, at the Prime Minister's 
Office via Israeli news despatches. 
Despite his heavy agenda. Peres 
must find some way of using his 
authority to redress this imbalance, 
lest Israel be seen as speaking with 
two voices in foe New World.

For Shraga Netzer, what was good 
for Mapai was good for Israel.

1965. Ben-Gurion's personal chal- 
lenge to the -second-echelon lead-

Gurion’s relinquishing of the pre- 
miership, his break with Mapai and 
to the de facto demise of that party 
and its transformation into foe quite 
different Labour Party and Labour 
Alignment. 

NETZER LINGERED on as an 
eminence grise for as long as Golda 
Meir and Pinhas Sapir were around. 
But bis bold on tbe party bad been 
broken. Previously fas power had 
come from foe “Gush'-’ political bloc 
which he had formed around the Tel 
Aviv branch of foe party. 

• IBs power derived from his role in 
establishing foe political alliances 
and blocs, and ensuing foe political 
loyalties on which foe political pow- 
er of foe “national leaders" from 
Ben-Gurion on down depended. 

He did this through unceasing 
tfite-a-teies in cafes in the vicinity of 
Mapai headquarters on Rehov 
Hayarkon and the Histadrnt “Krem- 
lin” on Rehov Arlosoroff. 

The results of these intimate chats 
were often “ tsetalach ” (notes) which 
often bore foe laconic note: “ Hanoi 
hu me’anash” (The bearer is one of 
ours). The message was clear: fix 
him up — with a Domination, an 
appointment, a job, an import li- 
cence, aflat. 

ALL POLITICAL SYSTEMS re- 
quire bosses and fixers like Shraga 
Netzer. The- trouble in foe ’50s and 


’60s. though, was that it often 
seemed that when it came to a ques- 
tion of balance, the day-to-day 
Mapai was much more the party of 
Netzer bossisro and less and less tbe 
party of exhilarating nation- 
building. exemplified by Ben- 
Gurion. 

The truth is that Ben-Gurion de- 
pended on Netzer. built him up and 
then never took the slightest step to 
limi t his power. He was, after all. 
largely instrumental in running the 
quadrennial election campaigns that 
ensured Ben-Gurion's return to 
power. 

It is interesting to ponder whether 
Ben-Gurion might not have done 
better without Netrer - tor Ben- 
Gurion , a charismatic leader who led 
foe nation in its successful struggle 
for independence, never managed to 
win more than 40 per cent of the 
country’s votes. 

There are those who would argue 
that Ben-Gurion and his party would 
have fared even worse were it not for 
foe maneuverings and the rampant 
protefclzia on the part of Netzer and 
foe other Mapai bosses. 

It is roy impression, though, that 
many voters who would gladly have 
voted for Ben-Gurion as the “father 
of his country'” could simply not 
bring themselves to vote for boss- 
ridden. protekzia-ridden Mapai.

Blind rush for 
the new gold

THE ISRAELI press has recently 
been discussing, favourably for the 
most pan. the U.S. invitation to join 
the so-called "Star Wars” project. 
We are supposed to be flattered by 
this invitation, because it recognizes 
the potentially unlimited genius of 
the Jewish people. It also presum- 
ably shows how this small country 
has become a serious partner of the 
U.S. (never mind for what purpose!. 
It is conceded, however, that the 
whole project may runt out to be the 
ultimate madness of the western 
technological society, and it is noted 
that both in the U.S. and in Europe 
tbe political wisdom of the project is 
questioned. One argument, howev- 
er. is omitted in The Jerusalem Post 
editorial of April 10 on tbe subject: 
that the possible countermeasures 
against the proposed U.S. defence 
system will probably cost only a very 
small fraction of the money to be 
invested in "Star Wars." and their 
likely effectiveness is much greater. 

Israel is in serious economic 
straits, and ii is held, the chance to 
be part of a S26 billion project should 
not be missed, regardless of what it 
might do to our independence. Our 
industry, both military and civilian, 
will profit from it. The country will 
finally be cured of ail its illnesses by 
the new panacea. High Tech. 

1 do not wish to discuss these 
political questions here: I do not 
have enough information to do so. 
But I do wish to discuss what is 
needed to turn High Tech into a 
cure, if this is at alf possible. High 
Tech is the new gold. Those who 
built a future in the gold rush, 
however, were not the gold diggers 
but those who built a lasting infras- 
tructure: the bankers and saloon 
owners first of all. 

Note is taken of foe uncertain 
state of Israel's scientific infrastruc- 
ture vis-a-vis the “far-out research 
contemplated by the Americans.” 
and we are told that this is “a.practic- 
al question t hat need not concern the 
cabinet." But it should concern tbe 
cabinet very much. The cabinet also 
decides about our education budget, 
including university funding, and 
will have to decide also on how to 
manage this Faustian endeavour. 

One reason foe U.S. invited 17 
western allies to participate in“Star 
Wars” is that the U.S. has neither 
foe human resources nor the money 
needed for it. Various committees 
have investigated whether the 
American educational system can 
meet the demands for technical in- 
telligence anticipated for the next 20 
years. Their almost unanimous 
answer is: No. And the present flew 
of capital to - not from - the U .S- has 
made that country foe world's big- 
gest debtor. 

If our government is invited to 
join the U.S. project on a gov- 
ernmental level, it is not at liberty to 
leave practical considerations aside. 

NOT MENTIONED in the public 
discussion so far of the U.S. defence 
project is its impact on research arid 
development as a social process. 

I can illustrate this from my own 
field, computer science. 

Computer science has an impor- 
tant role marked out for it in “Star 
Wars." But it is a young science, and 
its practitioners may.be particu] ary 
vulnerable to temptation. 

At a recent conference ( West Ber- 
lin, March 25-29) on the ‘Theory 
and practice of software develop- 
ment.” a special session was devoted 
to “Our responsiblity as computer 
professionals.” “Star Wars" was foe 
focus of the discussion. 

It was widely agreed that the pro- 
ject imposes impossible demands on 
software develoment. It was pointed 
out that we are still very far from 
producing reliable programmes 
without extensive testing in real 
situations. AH agreed that just multi- 
plying foe current research efforts by 
a big number would not yield the 
breakthrough expected by the non- 
experts. Software development, it 
was noted, is a cultural process, and 
therefore moves at a slower pace 
than hardware development. 

There was also a remarkable con- 
sensus on the effects of over- 
ambitious multi-billion-dollar pro- 
jects on the scientific community. 
When too many people and too 
much money are involved, the con- 
sensus of technical expertise tends to 
break dowo. The honest scientist’s 
voice calling for- more modest goals 


and caution gets lost in foe noise of 
charlatans willing to try the impossi- 
ble. In foe end. hazardous products 
are handed over to users not aware 
of their inherent dangers. 

The only real controversy in Ber- 
lin concerned foe action to be taken. 
One side recommended a strict 
separation of technical and political 
discussion. It was argued that scien- 
tists can only enhance their influence 
by refraining from expressing poli- 
tical opinions when consalted on 
technical matters. But the advocates 
of this position conceded that it was 
possible only when the scientists in 
question act in concert. A draft re- 
solution of the Council of the Asso- 
ciation of Computing Machinery to 
this effect was read at the end of the 
disoission. 

The other side argued that a 
separation between technical exper- 
tise and political opinion was rarely 
possible, and they recommended 
more political action. 

Both sides agreed that tbe public 
had to be informed, not only foe 
politicians, since the advice of the 
builders of foe first atomic bomb not 
to use the bomb went unheeded. 

1 assume that similar discussions 
will take place in. and such resolu- 
tions adopted by, other relevant sd- 
entjfic groups - in laser research, 
satellite engineering, etc. It takes a 
great deal of intellectual and moral 
strength to remain sober once the 
dance around the golden calf has 
begun. Overfunded research is like 
heroin: it leads to addiction, 
weakens the mind, and farthers 
prostitution. 

THESE HARSH statements are not 
meant to discourage concerted 
efforts at improving Israel's research 
capabilities. They are meant to warn 
Prime Minister Peres, Defence 
Minister Rabin and Science Minister 
Part (and our silent education minis- 
ter) that the "practical questions” of 
how research can and should be 
organized have to be addressed be- 
fore we give our final answer to foe 
U.S. 

Israel indeed needs research con- 
ditions that will encourage our best 
scientists to work more here and less 
in foreign laboratories. Our students 
should have the best possible educa- 
tion - not abroad, where they tend to 
remain, but here, at our universities. 

Industry - instead of luring half- 
educated High Tech engineers, 
should develop a sense for long- 
range planning and support universi- 
ty laboratories not only with equip- 
ment but also with manpower. Such 
a policy would bear real fruit only 
after some years, but its benefits 
would soon become apparent in 
greater success in attracting scien- 
tific personnel and lower manpower 
turnover. 

Industry is now pressuring tbe 
universities to lower their standards 
by demanding more low-level tech- 
nicians more quickly rather than 
mature engineers. The teachers not 
only teach classes that are too large, 
but also have to perform many tasks 
that should be handled by secretar- 
ies, junior technicians, and academic 
assistants. 

Israel’s politicians and scientists 
together should discuss whether we 
should allow the country's research 
capabilities to be helped by some of 
foe S26 billion of the “Star Wars" 
project. Unless a responsible deci- 
sion is taken by all concerned, tbe 
money injected will disappear either 
into unusable hardware or into new 
bureaucratic structures without any 
positive long-range effects on scien- 
ce and technology. 

But what worries me most in tfae 
present state of higher education is 
foe “acquiescence in mediocrity," as 
Shtomo Gazit, president of Ben- 
Gurion University of the Negev, put 
it in his recent interview in this paper 
(April 5). One might add that the 
undergrauate curricula at our uni- 
versities offer too much sophisti- 
cated technical knowledge and neg- 
lect the education of the human 
being who is to use this technology. 
It is our needs as humans that should 
determine the use of technological 
progress. If foe technically possible 
becomes our only criterion in its use, 
our Jewish heritage is irrevocably 
lost.

Jewish studies than any other such 
institution in the world. Its graduates 
bold leading positions in Judaic stu- 
dies faculties in over 300 North 
American universities and in every 
Israeli university. 

a Liturgical creativity in interpolat- 
ing traditional prayers in meaningful 
contexts has been a hall mark of the 
movement. 

Though it is too early to estimate 
the effect of Masorti Judaism on foe 
Israeli scene, the signs are encourag- 
ing. In foe past 18 years. Masorti 
congregations in Israel have grown 
in number from three to 40. The 
youth programme involves 1,000 
youngsters, three Nahal army 
groups and Kibbutz Hanaton in the 
Galilee. A rabbinical school has 
been established for Israelis, and 


Masorti influence on Israeli educa- 
tion at every level is exemplary. 

It may not be possible to defend all 
of foe wide variety of religions phe- 
nomena taking place on foe North 
American Jewish scene today. 
Perhaps an even wider variety, of 
historical or sociological reasons 
may be posited for their develop- 
ment. 

Nevertheless, when dismssing a 
movement as authentic in its accom- 
plishments and with such 
monumental influence on foe de- 
velopment of Jewish scholarship and 
on the course of Jewish history as the 
Conservative movement, it is not to 
the credit of its detractors to attempt 
to reduce it to tbe parameters of 
facile and cynical comment.

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SUNDAY AFTER Sunday; Israel 
Television's Programme Trailer 
trots out its dreadful tidings as if it is 
conferring inestimable benefits on us 
all.. The Jordanians, on the other 
hand, are engagingly frank or, 
perhaps, their continuity announ- 
cers simply don't underetand whar 
they're reading. “Tune in to JTV." 
they crow, “where it's prime time all 
the* time/' and follow this with a 
damning criticism cribbed Straight - 
from Steven Sche tier’s book on TV 
movies: “Movie of the Week” they 
informed us some time ago, “will be 
Escape to Athena. Tms bungled 
World War- IT adyentine yam,*' the 
announcer burbled happily," “can’t 
decide whether it is comedy or dra- 
ma,” 

I began to understand the ad I 
once saw in Bracknell News Extra 
announcing vacancies for “Thick 
Film Operators.” 

THE PLOT of Hello, Dolly! could 
be written on the back of a New 
York -Yonkers train-ticket. Come to 
think of it, Rodgers and Hart man- 
aged to condense it into five lines in 
their 1925 show-stopper, Manhat- 
tan : 

“We'll go to Yonkers/ Where true 
love conquers/ In the wilds./ And 
starve together, dear/ In Childs'.” 

In Dolly’s case, however; it was 
the Hannonia Restaurant to which 
she lured Horace Vandergelder, the 
Yonkers feed-and-grain merchant, 
providing the only sequence in which 
the movie came to life - especially 
during the all-too-brief appearance 
of Louis Armstrong. Michael Kidd's 
waiters* number - a sort of Ballets 
Russes de Monte Python - added 
zest to the proceedings. 

But this show depends entirely on 
Dolly, and Barbra Streisand was 
badly miscast. She isn’t half the age 
of the other Dollies, who have in- 
cluded Carol Charming, Ethel Mer- 
man, Ginger Rogers and Mary Mar- 
tin; and worse, she completely lacks 
their warmth - making it difficult to 
understand the title song, in which 
everybody so enthusiastically wel- 
comes her return instead of singing, 
“Yenta, stay away from my door.” 

Streisand's matchmaker reminded 
me of the possibly apocryphal 
announcement that. is said to have 
run in the California Jewish Voice 
when one Deborah Stein was joined 
in marriage with a certain Harry 
Salzmann. “Mr. Saizmann,'’ the 
item concluded, “is a well-known 
collector of gargoyles.” Our Barbra 
(whatever happened to the missing 
“a”?) chose to play Dolly as a med- 
dlesome fdafte, a seedy matchmaker 
who also teaches guitar, re -bones, 
-corsets and. in more^eqsei tbanonfe,' 
pierces ears. In short,. sne| plays it» 
Jewish (admittedly with touches of 
Mae West), which made it all the 
more surprising when , in the last reel 
she marched Walter Matthau ofi to a 
little white church on the Hudson. 

Come to think of it, this may have 
been in retaliation for 1938’s Having 
Wonderful Time, a movie based on 
Arthur Kober’s book about Jewish 
holidaymakers at a Catskills hold - a 
sort of Hilton Berle - that starred 
Ginger Rogers, Lucille Ball andJRed 
Skelton. It’s more likely, however, 
that everything Streisand touches - 
except, of course, Yentl - becomes 
Jewish, in much tile same way that 
Hayim Malitz once announced in his

Yesterday saw small volume and 
marginal movement in most share 
sectors and the same pattern holds 
true for bonds as well. 

In teims of volume, yesterday's 
IS 1.779 million in the share market 
(less than S2m. I is about the average 
for the week, and is low by almost 
any standards. True, in the summer 
months last year the volume got 
down to below Sltn. at one stage . but 
for sheer featureless and dull trading 
the recent run would be hard to beat. 

The portion of total share volume 
taken by the “ arrangement" bank 
shares is between 40% and 60% . but 
the prices in this sector tend to rise 
on most trading days, as the constant 
devaluation pulls these dollar -linked 
quasi-bonds ever higher in nominal 
terms. 

The “free" or non-bank market is 
far more mixed. Y esterday losers 
a gain led gainers, but not by much. 
and fully one-third of the issues 
traded were unchanged in price. 
Seventy-four issues at least managed 
to swine bv five or more per cent (48 
down and '26 up) and 17 others were 
marked “buyers only" or “sellers 
onlv” (7 and 10). 

Overall, however, the dullness of 
the market is reflected in the fact 
that only two sectors (non- 
arrangement banks and oil explora- 
tion companies) moved more than 
one per ceot. By Tel Aviv Stock 
Exchange standards, this is poor 
indeed.

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General Share Index rose by 1.25% . 
this was due to the 3.53% gain in the 
“arrangement" index and came de- 
spite the 3.45% fall in the non-bank 
index. The relative strength and 
weakness of the two areas is thus 
well highlighted. 

Among the share sectors, only the 
oils did well . recording an advance of 
6.42%. Specialized financial institu- 
tions were barely changed. On the 
downside, the important investment 
company sector fell the most, drop- 
ping 8.35% . Not far behind were’the 
non-arrangement banks, which were 
7.04% worse off. 

These two sectors are now the 
worst-performing in the market 
since the beginning of the year, with 
about 37% nominal, rise apiece - 
except for the insurance group. 
Here, this week’s loss of 4.65% left 
the nominal year-to-date yield below 
20% - far below the rate of inflation. 
Another badly performing area this 
past week was the real estate sector, 
where the index fell almost 6%. 

The markets seems to be oblivious 
to the storms raging round it in the 
matter of the conflicting statements 
emanating from the finance minister 
and others.

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Weizman scores again 

DISMISSED IN advance by Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
as a wholly “weightless 7 ' mission by a self-appointed “angel of 
peace,” Ezer Weizman’s visit to Cairo this week turned out to 
be an enterprise of great pith and moment. 

True, Mr. Weizman did not engineer a revolution in 
Israeii-Egyptian relations, nor did he settle any outstanding 
issue between the two countries. But none of this had been Mr. 
Weizman's brief. He was not sent to negotiate the precise terms 
of a thaw in the “cold peace.” 

His purpose was to probe the ingredients of such a thaw, 
using guidelines that had emerged from earlier diplomatic 
contacts between Prime Minister Peres and President Mubar- 
ak. 

In the performance of that task the minister without portfolio 
succeeded. By promoting an attitude of goodwill towards his 
Egyptian hosts, who know him as a friend. Mr. Weizman drew 
out feelings of goodwill towards Israel. This was manifested in 
an extraordinary reception which discarded all the familiar 
rules of protocol. It helped confirm the view, contested in some 
quarters in this country, that Egypt is not merely seeking 
excuses to avoid genuine normalization. 

The message Mr. Weizman brought back home yesterday 
was that a turnabout in their relations depends on both Egypt 
and Israel. 

One small, but not insignificant, step in that direction was 
made during Mr. Weizman's stay in Cairo when Mr. Mubarak 
passed the word to Egyptian newspaper editors that it was time 
to tone down their vile criticism of Israel and its leaders. His 
premier, Kama! Hassan Ali, assured Israeli reporters, after 
conferring with Mr. Weizman, that a “revival" of commercial 
ties and mutual exchanges was already in the offing. And a 
summit meeting with Mr. Peres, both he and Mr. Mubarak 
indicated, was a virtual certainty. 

The success of the summit should be ensured by a concession 
made by Mr. Mubarak: his endorsement of Mr. Peres’s 
proposal that the issues at dispute between Israel and Egypt be 
treated as a single package. This would help place the question 
of Taba, which Egypt insists on settling through arbitration, in 
the context of the full normalization demanded by Israel as its 
right under the peace treaty. The “restoration" of Taba has 
become an overwhelming issue of prestige for the Egyptian 
president. But that is no reason for Israel to drag its feet on a 
final solution for this tiny patch of Sinai sand, so long as it is not 
viewed in isolation. 

Mr. Mubarak also wants Israeli assurances on progress 
towards negotiations regarding the Jordanian-Palestinian com- 
plex (although as Prime Minister Ali intimated to this newspap- 
er's correspondent yesterday, Israel-Egyptian relations can be 
improved without prior accord on a Jordan-Palestinian delega- 
tion). Should this indeed prove a problem, a complete 
agreement could perhaps not be secured before the summit 
meeting is convened. It should, however, suffice if Mr. Peres 
recommits this country to the concept that the treaty with Egypt 
is seen as the prelude to a comprehensive peace. 

In the meantime, Mr. Weizman has rendered a signal service 
to the cause of nurturing the peace with Egypt, in the 
conclusion of which he played an important role under a 
previous administration. He has not ushered in a new spring of 
good-neighbourliness between the Jewish and the largest Arab 
state. But he has lent a powerful helping hand to breaking the 
ice between them. And he seems to have freshly proved that 
where there is goodwill, there may be a way. 

Flipping and flopping 

ISRAELIS: A crazy assemblage of idle chatterboxes and 
rumour-mongers who know not what they are talking about. 

This, roughly translated, is the characterization of his 
countrymen offered by Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda’i in a 
newspaper interview yesterday. On the evidence of some of his 
own pronouncements this week on the subject of savings 
accounts in local banks, he is himself an authentic, true-blue 
Israeli according to his definition. 

Mr. Moda'i is justifiably exercised by the spectre of the 
expansion of liquid funds by profligate Israelis at a time of grave 
economic crisis. He also wishes to accommodate the country's 
American benefactors who have lately been hinting, ever so 
gently, that it is time for Israel to put its house in order. A 
measure of monetary belt-tightening has just been urged by 
those two well-meaning economics professors. Herb Stein and 
Stanley Fischer, good friends of the secretary of state, George 
Shultz, in their proposed 10-point programme. 

The finance minister knows he cannot tell the Americans to 
go fly their programmatic kite - and then expect them to just 
dish out the dough. Some decent respect is due to Uncle Sam's 
economic wisdom. 

So what does Mr. Moda'i do? First he threatens to discon- 
tinue open non-interest bearing Patam accounts, which fright- 
ens everyone out of their wits, because this has been a popular 
means of short-term saving in an inflation-ridden economy. 
Then he reverses himself: what he really had in mind was doing 
away with interest-bearing non-dollar-linked Pakam accounts, 
which astonished the bankers because Pakam has recently been 
promored by the Treasury itself as a substitute for Patam. 

Then comes Mr. ModaTs spokesperson with a final clar- 
ifying announcement: Pakam, too, stands. Ail that is left for the 
public is to wonder for how long, and wait, in fear and 
trembling, for the finance minister's next pronouncement.

SHAMIR BLINKED. In the first 
eye bail- to-eyebaU confrontation be- 
tween Shimon Peres and Yitzhak 
Shamir, Sh amir was the first to avert 
his gaze. As a result. Ezer Weizman 
went to President Mubarak, and 
Shimon Peres did not go to President 
Herzog. 

The contest was over when it be- 
came clear that Peres was prepared 
to bring down the government over 
the affront to his prestige as prime 
minister, while Shamir was not pre- 
pared to do the same over the slight 
to his standing as foreign minister. 

“If you think'’ Peres told the inner 
cabinet on Monday morning, “that 
having informed the Egyptians that 
Weizman is going, I would now tell 
them he js not going, and still stay on 
as prime minister - you've got 
another think coming.” 

The five senior Likud ministers 
purported to be unfazed . They voted 
against Weizman's trip and warned 
Peres not to refer the issue back to 
the full cabinet. 

But then, caking their cue from 
Shamir, they meekly backed off. 
They even took part in the telephone 
poll which Peres ordered and which 
David Levy branded, quite rightly, 
as a blatant betrayal of the coalition 
agreement. 

THIS LAST POINT was no mere 
formalism or legalistic quibble. It 
was the heart of the political drama 
this week and will largely determine 
the future health of the unity govern- 
ment and its longevity. 

It is h telling reflection of the 
staie-of-play between Labour and 
Likud that Likud ministers are now 
demanding, in the wake of the Weiz- 
man affair, that the inner cabinet be 
legally constituted by cabinet deci- 
sion. 

They concede that Cabinet Secret- 
ary Yossi Beilin was technically cor- 
rect when he pointed out on Monday 
that the inner cabinet had never 
been created, and that therefore its 
sweeping powers under the coalition 
agreement bad never come into 
effect. They insist that this situation 
be put right forthwith. 

Suddenly - and belatedly - the 
Likud is wondering why Premier 
Peres has been so Lackadaisical ab- 
out setting up this super-powerful 
panel. 

After, all, it was Labour which 


insisted, id the coalition talks, on an 
inner cabinet of ten ministers, five 
Labour and five Likud, from which 
there would be no appeal to the full 
25-man cabinet. Labour's Mr. Fixzt. 
Moshe Shahal. battled arduously 
with the Likud's Moshe Nissim and 
Dan Meador to vest this new- 
fangled constitutional monster with 
vast powers and prerogatives. 

BUT LABOUR at that rime was still 
unsure of itself, still fighting to se- 
cure the premiership during the first 
term of the rotation. 

Labour's nightmare was that the 
National Religious Party minister 
(who was to join ihe cabinet as a 
“neutral”), and perhaps also Yigael 
Hurvitz of Ometz. would link with 
the Likud camp on issues concerning 
Judea and Samaria. The creation of 
an inner cabinet was designed to 
block such a development. ■ 

Now, after months of Shimon 
Peres' deft diplomacy and shrewd 
politicking. Labour is sleeping more 
soundly, while the Likud is troubled 
by horrible nocturnal hallucinations. 

In one of these, for example. Shi- 
mon Peres, in a big black kippa, is 
studying Talmud with Shas mentor 
Rabbi Ovadia Yosef (they met again 
this week), while the pro-Likud Shas 
minister, Yitzhak Peretz. impotently 
gnashes his teeth. 

In another, the NRP's Yosef Burg 
and Ometz's Hurvitz do nothing at 
all while new settlement on the West 
Bank comes to a virtual standstill. . 

In yet a third. Minister Yosef 
Shapira of Morasha phones around 
last Monday afternoon to make 
quite sure that there is a majority in 
favour of Ezer Weizman's trip* to 
Cairo before casting his own vote 
against the trip. 

Worst of all, the Likud has woken 
up to fold that these spectres are not 
dreams at all. but parts of a worrying 
reality which, if it is permitted to 
become a pervasive trend, will tilt 
power permanently away from the 
Likud in this government. 

THE BATTLE for the centre- 
ground is by ho means won yet. The 
Likud has not reconciled itself to the 
loss of the NRP, and will certainly 
not countenance further erosion of 
the “national camp” ( hamahane 
holewni ) without a stiff fight.

Sir, - In his letter on high-rise 
biddings in Jerusalem (April I).

The generation growing now will 
inherit not only our skyline, but also 
the prefabricated slums for which it 
may come to .Aand. Mr. Kollek and 
the' Jerusalem Committee ought to 
be congratulated for their concern 
with those who live in the dwellings 
and their preference for functional- 
ly, as against just pictorially impress- 
ive plans.

The partial defection of Avraham 
Verdiger (Morasha) was disturbing, 
but Likud hopes to hold the line.

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Likud's broader belief- that nothing 
can be done, or indeed should be 
done, in the realm of the 7 “peace 
process' 7 - at least not so long as 
Labour leads the government.
